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Charged with setting fire to a 
dance hall at Port Bolster on 
Oct. 28, 1939, Robert Menzies, 
Toronto, was remanded on bail 
of $3,000 in police court here on 
Tuesday. Accused's mother put 
up the money, t 

Roy King of Brock township 
was remanded on bail of $2,000 
on a similar charge. 

When Magistrate W- F. Wood- 

Jiffe called David Williams, 
Aurora, on a charge of driving 
on Feb. 25 while his license' was 
suspended, L. C. Lee, his counsel, 
said that Williams was ill in bed 
and produced a doctor's letter to 
this effect. 

' Mrs. Dudley Carley, Newmar- 
ket, charged with having a 
female dog without a license, 
said that the animal was a gift 
to her daughter. She said that 
Wellington Curtis, who is the 
town poundkeeper and seller of 

dog licenses, had been at her 
home several times and had 
warned her husband, who is a 
soldier, to obtain a license. 

"As far as I am concerned," 
she said, "I do not want the dog." 

•Then get rid of it," said the 
magistrate. 

'•I will pay the license if I can 
wait until the end of the month." 

She was given two weeks in 
which to do so. 

Three charges were laid 
against Herbert Ellis Whan, Tor- 
onto, by Provincial Constable 
Alex. Ferguson. On March 21, 
it was charged, accused side- 
swiped a car driven by Mr. Bar- 
selaar, Jr., on the No. 11 highway 
and left the scene of the accident. 

Barselaar related how he had 
seen a car coming toward him 
apparently out of control. This 
car was going north and in order 
to avoid hitting it, he had to 
swerve as far to the right as 
possible on the three lane high- 
way. He paid 'hat the jolt was 
quite noticeable and that the 
mirror on the windshield snap- 
ped off its hinges and fell in 
pieces in his father's lap. He 
further testified that the accused 
j should have noticed the jolt also. 
Barselaar said that he chased 
Whan as far as the corner of 
Yonge and Eagle Sts.. about 
four miles from the scene of the 
accident. 

Mr. Barselaar, Sr. t who was 
with his son in the car at the 
time of the accident, testified 
that what his son had said was 
correct. He stated that he was 
sitting at the right side of the 
car and felt the impact. 

lt DU\ you see the accused after 
the accident?" asked N. L. 
Mathews, K. C, for the crown. 

"Yes. His fender was caught 
on the wheel of our car. He got 
out and fixed it and then drove 
away," 

Prov. Con. Alex. Ferguson 
stated that, on the morning of 
March 2. he received a call giv- 
ing a description of the car 
travelling north. He in turn 
telephoned Constable Dean of 
Bradford, who caught Whan. 
Ferguson then went to Bradford, 
examined the car and questioned 
the driver. 

Whan admitted the accident 
but said that, as there was a hill, 
he was not able to see if the 
party had stopped. He thought 
that they had gone on. "f won't 
swear that I was on rny right 
side of the road, but in my est- 
imation 1 was on my right side 
of the road." 



"There is no hill there. The 
visibility is excellent/' said Con- 
stable Ferguson, 

"According to the charge," 
continued the defendant, "I am 
charged with not slopping. As 

for* that, I intended to stop at 
Bradford. 

"That is not what it says," 

interrupted the magistrate. '*You 
left the scene of the accident 
without rendering assistance." 

"I didn't see the gentlemen. 
There must be something the 
matter with my vision." 

"You passed through Aurora?" 
asked Mr, Mathews. 

"Yes, I gues5 I did." 

"You knew there is a constable 
in Aurora?" "I didn't think of 
that." 

"How long have you been 
driving?" asked Magistrate 
Woodliffe. "On and off for five 
years." 

"And you are 19 years old?" 

"Yes." 

"You should have seen the 
truck. There is no reason for 
hitting it." 

"Have you ever been arrested 
before?" "No." 

The accused was fined $10 and 
costs or ten days in jail for dan- 
gerous driving and for leaving 
the scene of an accident $15 and 
costs or ten days in jail. The 
cost of repairs to the truck was 
settled out of court. 

The magistrate further rec- 
ommended that Whan "be pro- 
hibited from driving a car in 
Canada for the next year." 

Coleman OTIaherty pleaded 
not guilty to a charge of assault 
on Peter Marron, who worked 
with him on a farm near Gorm- 
ley. Marron. when called to 
testify, stated that on March 1U 
he and the accused were trying 
to thaw out a separator. He 
wanted to use oil but O'Flaherty 
insisted on using salt. 

"I said, 'Do you want to ruin 
the man's separator?' He struck 
me as I went into the milk house. 
He punched me in the mouth and 
kicked me."
